Ordinance No. 17-781

AN ORDINANCE TO WAIVE BID REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURCHASE OF MATERIALS FOR UTILITY RELOCATION
FOR THE CLARK ROAD PROJECT

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Clarksville, Arkansas, approved Ordinance No. 17-778 waiving the
bid requirement for materials for utility relocation for the Clark Road Project; and

WHEREAS, one of the vendors, Nassau National Cable is unable to supply the material that they previously
quoted; and

WHEREAS, Techline, Incorporated can provide the material at the same cost as was previously quoted by
Nassau National Cable.

WHEREAS, the City is authorized and empowered under the provisions of Arkansas Code Annotated (1998

Repl. # 2011 Supp.), Section 14-58-303 to waive competitive bidding requirements in situations where such process
is not practical or feasible.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of Clarksville, Arkansas that:
Section 1. Under the authority of Arkansas Code Annotated (1998 Repl. & 2011 Supp.), The City does
hereby waive competitive bidding requirement for the purchase of certain materials for

the relocation of utilities for the Clark Road Project.

Section 2. The City hereby approves the expenditure of $85,680.00 payable to Techline, Inc. for
purchase of material to relocate electric lines for the Clark Road Project.

Section 3. All ordinances, resolutions and parts thereof in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to
extent of such conflict.

EMERGENCY CLAUSE: This ordinance being necessary for the effective operation of the City of Clarksville and for the
public peace, health and safety of the citizens of Clarksville, an emergency is hereby declared and this ordinance

shall become effective immediately upon passage.
